Crime as a Disease. 

An Edinburgh savant, Dr: Bruce Thomp- 
son, has recently published an essay upon 
crime as a disease. He offers the follow- 
ing propositions: 

f. That crime being hereditary in the 
criminal class, m@asures are called for to 
break up the caste. and community of the 
class. 

2. That transportation and long sen- 
tences of habitual criminals are called 
for in order to lessen the criminal offen- 


ders. 

8. That old offenders can scarcely be 
reclaimed, and that juveniles brought un- 
der very early training are more hopeful, 
but even those are apttorelapse into their 


4, That crime isso nearly allied to in- 
sanity as to be chiefly a psychological 
study... 

The doctor enforces his theory by state- 
ments, of which the following may betaken 
asa sample:' “The analogy of what bap- 
pens by training among lower animals 

roves that class habits must necessarily 
be transmitted to the different c of 
society. I do not think that the trans- 
mission of thieving and other criminal 
habits forms any exception to other an- 
alogies. One of the most remarkable ex- 
amples of a criminal family I know of was 
that of three brothers who had families 
amountingto fifteen membersinall. Of 
these, fourteen were utterers of base coin; 
the fifteenth appeared to be exceptional, 
but at length was detected in setting fire 
to his honse after insuring it for four 
times its value. In the prison, under my 
medical chargé, one hundred pris- 
oners are known to’ be from fifty families. 
Of one alone are eight prisoners; often

CHIFFONITERS, PROFESSIONAL AND CASUAL, 


Chiffonier is a French word, signifying 
rag picker, and as it isa more comprehen- 
sive term than the English and American 
expletive, we ‘propore to make use of it. 
Outside their professional character and 
the hours that are devoted to its exercise, 


' chiffoniers differ in no wise from the rest 


of the community. They are,in the true 


' sense of the phrase, “pickers up of uncon- 
| siedred trifles.’’ old coats, old pants, pieces 
' of old cloth, silk, cotton, 
| fragments of iron, copper and brass—

nothing comes amiss tothem. We have 
intimated above that they are divisible 
The pro- 
fessionals number about 200; the casuals 


| are far more numerous. The professionals 
| are taken from all nationalities; but the 


Chinese, which number about one-half, is 
the predominant. They are, too, of va- 


| jous grades, and own to various ages. 
| The regular boy chiffoniers number about 
| one-third of the whole. 


Some have bags, 
other baskets; some hand carts, others 
wagons. They progress, step by step, 
from one branch of the profession to an- 
others. First, the aspirant, arming himself 
withabag or basket. goes in search of 
ick up; but, as the bag does 
not hold much and he has to wander far 


| and near in order to replenish it, and 


come each time to deposit his burden at 
thejunkshop, one half of the day is lost. 
However, he saves money after some time, 
exchanges his bag or basket for a-hand- 
cart, and then he can lay in a large stock 
of apparently useless articles,and his gains 
increase. In some imstances, these accu- 
mulate so that he is enabled to purchase 
awagon. The wages earned are some- 
thing to ponder over these bad times, for 
the field isan extensive one and the de- 
mand always brisk, though, to be sure, 
the, majority of people have no calling 
that way, and itis indeed ashame that 
any honest citizen should be compelled to 
resort to such a means of earning a living. 

Boys earn half a-dollar a day, and men 
$1}, *2 and $3, and we learned that one, 
a master of his profession, makes $90 a 
month. So much for the professionals. 
The casuals are numerous these bad times; 
they consist of all kinds and classes; boys 
who, net going to school on Saturday,have 
the day to themselves, manage to be sup- 
plied with funds for candy; children and 
women from hard-up families who gather 
up every little rag or bit of rope or iron, 
in order to raise a few cents at the jank- 
store, wherewith to buy bread. 

WHERE JUNK 1S OBTAINED. 

Every waste piece of ground becomes 
a junk mine. The. wind blows thither 
rags and paper, and pieces of scrap iron, 
etc., get scattered Overit, from time to 
time. Here you may see boys or China- 
men with baskets at work—the latter 
using rods with hooks at the end to fish up 
the waifs and strays, and deposit them in 
their baskets. But back chee 9 and dumps 
are the chief placers of the rig, eter 
Here they find old guuny bags, bottles, 
broken glass, rags, rope, etc. Every one 
may not know whatdumpsare. They are 
places at the foot of Mission and Fourth

The Chinese make cash out of it, and 
use it to ornament their junks with; some 
of ;hese latter have ornaments of this kind 
wath $10,000.

The Lee, with 80-inch cvlindérs and 
75 feet wheels, would have less power? than 
she now has if her boiler outfit remains the 
same, because of the want of correct propor- 
tioning. The Lee has 42-inch boilers, 28 feet 
long, and the Natchez 40-ineb boilers, 33 feet 
lopg. Their power, therefore, is almost iden- 
tical, the Natchez baving the advantage by 
the proportion of 41 to 39 in boiler capacit y.
